I was visiting recently in our nation’s capital (motto: “Five T- 


Hour Cent Copies

Sess shirts for $10”) — specifically in the Capitol building itself — and as any 
observant travel writer will, Limmediatel y noted several quirky and dangerous 


characteristics that the inexperienced traveler should approach only with 
__ extreme caution. These quirks and dangers are presented helow, in the hope 
that inexperienced travelers will he so grateful they will buy my hook. 

The first alarming observation I made in Washington, D.C., is that the Capitol 
building is surrounded by old concrete and bronze Japanese artifacts — light fixtures, 
archways, and boxes that look like reliquaries — lurking at every entrance. Tam clueless 
about what these objects are, but I suspect they were donated long ago by the Japanese in a 


generous attempt to reach across the centuries with this timeless message: “Buy Luxury 
Nissans.” 


7 The next feature to beware is the paving stones on the second level of the Capitol 
building. When the inattentive traveler walks on them, they wobble. Not only wobble, they 
grind against each other with a hollow, forlorn, grating groan, as if they’ ve totally given up 
on negotiating a solution in Bosnia. 

Then —if the visitor makes it inside the Capitol without tripping over a paving stone 
— the Congressional galleries are open to one’s purview. During my visit these were 
probably not too dangerous, since the Congresspeople were all home on vacation. The 
galleries are pretty high off the floor, though. The Senate’s main attraction is about ahundred 
small, wooden desks, which are undoubtedly way too small for all the large-butted codgers 
sitting in them. But it’s OK, because the Senate is a deliberative hody. 

In the House, on the other hand, the traveler spies row after row after row of benches 
— and no desks. Nowhere for a brash young legislator to file the hill on sorghum subsidies 
until he needs it. Nowhere to stash the wad of cash the tohacco lobbyist just forked over. 
Nowhere even to store the Christian Coalition Rolodex™. And suddenly it becomes crystal 
clear: the Senate is a deliberative body; the House is an impulsive body. I’m not sure how the 
House’s lack of desks impacts decisions on Bosnia or sorghum subsidies, but it certainly does. 
I mean, how would vou feel? 

A third disturbing aspect of our Capitol is that the dome is not made of concrete, like 
it looks in all the pictures. Instead, it’s made out of cast iron, and painted. Tthought this was 
areal gyp, until I learned that it’s 9 million pounds of cast iron, which is approximately the 
weight of Saturn. If it weren’t safely shaped into the Capitol dome, 9 million pounds of white 
cast iron would make a Jot of lawn furniture. So I’m glad it’s where it is. 

A final characteristic that surely unnerves even the seasoned Capitol visitor has to 
do with statuary. You see, many years ago each American state was invited to send two larger- 
than-life statues to stand in the Capitol rotunda. States did this readily, the better to honor their 
mostnotable citizens. Massachusetts, for example, chose John Winthrop (the first governor) 
and Samuel Adams (the inventor of beer). The only problem was, each statue weighed in at 
about two tons. If they’d put more than twenty of these things in the rotunda, the floor 
would’ ve collapsed quicker than that last guy Mike Tyson hit. So they strewed them 
randomly around the Capitol, in places where even the tour guides can’t find them, and so far 
the rotunda is still standing. Another really good example of government planning. I have 
no idea why that dome hasn’t fallen down, though. 

This concludes the wary traveler’s guide to our Capitol building. Despite the 
potential dangers, I’m still glad I went, because there are plusses. The best example of a plus 
was when I overheard one foreigner in the House visitors’ gallery whisper to her daughter, 
“It’s not like other Parliaments; they don’t have food fights.” Pretty much sums it up for me.

Summer’s Heat 


Extreme heat and blazing

Tropical Storms 


Hurricane Flossie formed 

in the warm waters off the 

Mexican coast and briefly 
threatened the southern tip of Baja 
California with storm-force winds. 
The Texas-Mexico border region 
experienced high tides, strong 
winds and heavy rain from tropical 
storm Gabrielle as it moved ashore 
south of the border. Hurricane Felix 
strengthened over the open waters 
of the mid-Atlantic. 


Seal Cull 


The Namibia government 
opened its coast to what 
one group calls “the cru- 


elest seal hunt in the world.” More 
than 4,000 full-grown seals and 
13,000 pups are open game to the 
club and rifles of legal hunters, 
according to the International Fund 
for Animal Welfare. Last year, star- 
vation caused by a climatic shift 
killed more than 120,000 of the esti- 
mated 550,000 seals living alongthe 
southwest African coast. Fisheries 
Minister Abraham lyambo said he 
saw no reason why a quick death 
from the hunters was any worse 
than lingering death by starvation.

Residents of coastal Kenya 
were panicked by a mar- 
itime invasion of swimming 


elephants, an animal that has a rep- 
utation in the country for being far 
deadlier than lions or crocodiles. 
The latest clash between humans 
and the elephants occurred when 
the animals plunged into the Indian 
Ocean and headed for an island in 
the Lamu Archipelago, a fittle more 
than a mile offshore. The daily Stan- 
dard newspaper reported that “they 
sankbeneath the surface and raised 
their trunks above the water to 
breathe as they swam across the 
channelto Mada Island.” There they 
uprooted coconut palms and mango 
orchards, as well as other crops 
grown on the island. Officials tried to 
calm the farmers, saying that this 
has been a regular migration route 
for the pachyderms for centuries.
